As I had no Favour or Indulgence 
Heum me by the Court (as indeed it was not proper I ſhould 
in a Charge of ſo high a Nature) more than is allowed to the 
worſt of Criminals that ſtand at the Bar; ſo neither do I 
now, in this Second Trial (if I may ſo call it) by the public 
Waite, defire or expect any one to judge more favourably of 
my Cauſe, than he is convinced that Truth and Juſtice are 
on my Side. Great is my Aiction, that the Sentence of the 
Law has not been able to ſtop the Mouths of my Enemies, 
who ftill continue to load me with Infamy ; and being mad 
with Rage, that their wicked Deſign upon my Life was de- 
feated, their Malice will know no Reft till they have ruined 
my good Name, by inſinuating, that tho I was acquitted by 
the Law, yet that there are Grounds enough to believe, I am 
not altogether ſo innocent as I would perſuade the World to 
lelicuve. This only has obliged me to take up my Pen in my 
own Vindication : For, in my Opinion, no Man, who makes 
« juſt Eſtimate of his Reputation, wollfth acquieſce under ſuch 
a horrible Scandal, without uſing all the juftifiable Means 
in his Power to refute it. 


But farther : Should I make no Reply, but tacitly ſubmit 
to all the Outrages, and malevalent and ſpiteful Detraftions 


of my Perſecutors, I ftould afford them a new Handle in

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their Inſults, and to boaſt, that my Silence is a plain Con- 
feſſpon of my Guilt ; and if I ſpeak for myſelf, I am told, I 
am too much interefled to deſerve” Credit. So that which 
Way ſocver I turn myſelf, whether I |ſpeak,' or am ſilent, þ 
ſuch is their inveterate Malice, they will give me no Quar- 
ter; but I muff ſtill be guilty, becauſe they have no other 
Way to clear themſelves of the odious Imputation of combining 
and confederating together in a Scheme to take away my 
Life, in a Manner the moſt ignominious that our Laws in- 


fict on the worſt of Criminals, and this for a Crime, of 


which they themſelves never believed (as is evident from the 
whole Courſe of the Trial, and their «wn Declarations both 
before and ſince) I was ever guilty, 


My Friends therefore, who are convinced of my Innocence, 
have joined Heart and Hand in my Defence, and reſolved tg 
ſtand by me, as far as Truth and their ewn Convittion will 
bear them out, to oppoſe this Torrent of Scandal, which had 
well-nigh overwhelmed me in Deſtruction. Many of theſe 
Friends, tho ready, were not called upon the Trial, and 
thoſe who were examin'd, did not go thr? half their Evi- 
dence, being prevented by the Preſecutor's Confeſſion - of bis 
Perjury.

Upon the whole, I am perſuaded it will appear to the 
Judgment of every unprejudiced Reader, that the Injuries I

By which Means I hope entirely to wipe off e- 
1 very Stain injuriouſly thrown on my Character, 
bi and efface every Impreſſion which this malicious 
Proſecution may have made on the Minds of my 
Friends, to my Diſadve ntage. 


1 Some Time in October, in the Year 1754, 1 
[: unhappily became acquainted with James Hearne, | 
the Proſecutor, a Youth then about fourteen | 
Years of Age, and the Manner of it was thus: 


He had for ſome Time attended the Preach- 
ing at Glovers-Hall, and ſeemed to appear ex- 
i ceeding Devout : Which I obſerving, enquired of 
| one who belonged to the Church under my Care, 
who the Lad was. It was anſwered, that he lived 
with his Maſter Mr. Notes, Watch maker, in 
Charterhouſe-Square, and that he had been brought 
up at Douay in France, with an Intent to make 
him a Prieſt in the Romiſb Church; but as he 
did not apply himſelf to his Studies ſo diligently 
as he n to have done, he was diſcharged, 
came to England, and threw himſelf upon his 
Friends. After ſome Time, coming to hear me 
(as he pretended) he was throughly convinced 
of the Errors of that Church. Upon this In- 
| formation 1 deſired to ſpeak with, him, which I 
| did in the Preſence of ſeveral Witneſſes, when 
| he declared his utter Abhorrence to. all he 

had ſeen in the Popiſh Worſhip. Being aſk d, 
in French, by Mrs. Brown of Sutton in Middle- 
ex, what indyced him to tum from the uu 
I f . 1 © : 0 
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of Rome, he ſaid, That Gentleman (pointing 
© to me) by his Preaching has convinced me.“ 
From that Time I took more than ordinary No- 
tice of him, ſtill encouraging him to proceed 
in his Profeſſion of the Proteſtant Religion; 
which he not only promiſed to do, but as a 
Teſtimony of his Sincerity, offer'd to make a 
Recantation from his Popiſh Errors. 


After this Time, he came frequently to 
Glovers-Hall in Beech Lane, to hear me, and 
likewiſe to the Chapel in Chandler-Street, Grof- 
wvenor-Square ; at which Places his Behaviour was 
ſo remarkably Serious, that many of my Hearers 
took Notice of him, Hitherto I had all the 
Reaſon in the World to entertain a good Opi- 
nion of him: But about the latter End of Janua- 
ry laſt (to the beſt of my Remembrance) as I was 


going to breakfaſt with an Acquaintance in Ox- 
ford Road, and walking along Margaret Street I 


ſaw James Hearne before me. When I came up 
with him, I aſk'd him what brought him there 
that Morning? He anſwered, He came of a Meſ- 
ſage to Bloomſbury Square to receive ſome Money 
for his Maſter ; but being deſired to call again in 
* an Hour or two's Time, he was walking a- 
© bout till the Time was up; and farther ſaid, 
© he had had no Breakfaſt.” I told him I was 
going a little farther to breakfaſt with one Mrs. 
Carter, and if he could ſtay, he might go with 
me; which Offer he very thankfully; embraced. 
I am very certain he did not ſtay with me above 
half an Hour, for I defired him to make Haſte 
on his Maſter's Buſineſs, - upon which he left 
me; this was about Eleven o Clock: But on 
the ſame; Evening, 2 the Chapel,

I, fear- 
ful that he had neglected his Maſter's Buſineſs, 
ſharply rebuked him ; and calling a Friend a- 
ſide, told him I was afraid Janes had run away 
from his Maſter ; for that I had ſeen him that 
Morning in the ſame dirty Dreſs ; and delired 
he would be ſo kind to go Home with him 
to his Maſter's, and know the Truth of it. On 
the Way he declared to my Friend, it was as

About Nine that Evening, after Preaching, 
I went to Mr. Brown's, a Dyer, in St Fobn- 
Street, where I found James Hearne, who was 
crying very much. The Perſon who went with 
him from Chapel being preſent, told me I was 
right in my Conjecture concerning James. Up- 
on which, I, Mr. Brown, his Wife, and one 
Mr, Stepbenſon, inſiſted on his going home, and 
begged the Favour of the Perſon who went with 
him before, to go again with him to his Ma- 
ſter, to which he very readily conſented, but 
could not prevail with his Maſter to take him 
in. Famts, being thus refus'd Admittance, came 
back to me, but I ſtiſl perſiſted in adviſing 
him to return and aſk his Maſter's Pardon. He 
went accordingly, and ſent ih the Money he had 


received in Bloomfbury. Suare, for his Maſter's 
Uſe, but was-not 9 in himſelf, Then 
he came back again and told me he could not 
get Ade eat Upon which I udvied him to

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go to his Father and acquaint him with the Af- 
fair. The next Evening he came to me again,

and inform'd me he had hin at his Father's, 
who in the Morning, went with him to his 
Maſter, but could not perſuade him to enter-

him from ſtarving, becauſe he had turn'd Pro- 
teſtant. The Boy, lamenting his hard Fate, 
aſſured me he did not know what he ſhould 
do, or where to go for a Morſel of Bread or 
a Night's Lodging. Mr. Stephenſon, an Ac- 
quaintance of Mr. Brown's, as before mention'd, 
itying his Diſtreſs, provided him a Lodging 
or that Night. | 


Soon after, I related his unhappy Condition 
to ſeveral Perſons, when Mr. Vbitater, of the 
Minories, who profeſſed great Friendſhip-to me, 
offer'd to take Care of him till he could get a 
Place: But imagining his Circumſtances would 
not admit of wholly maintaining the Boy, I pro- 
mis'd to allow him three Shillings a Week, by 
Order of Mrs. Murray of Ironmonger-Row, who 
m Compaſſion to his Diſtreſs, gave it me for 
that Purpoſe. This pretended Friend and his 
Wife, often preſs'd me to go Home, and ſup 
and lie at their Houſe while the Boy was there. 
I excus'd myſelf for ſome Time; but they re- 
pms their Invitations with great Earneſtneſs, 

to avoid the Imputation of too much Stiffneſs, 
and left they ſhould think I refus'd their Offer 
becauſe their Houſe was but mean, at length 
conſented | to their Requeſt. A little before 
Bed-time, they told me, that having but two

| Soon after my hying at Whitaker" s, one Ma 
1 D came, with ſeveral others, to inform me, 
1 that James Hearne had forcibly committed Sodomy 
its on the Body of her Son, a Lad about fourteen 
Years of Age, and his Fellow-prentice. I was 
greatly ſhock'd at the ſtory, and reſolving, if 
poſſible, ro know the Truth of it from his own 
Mouth, I tax'd him with it in the Preſence 
of ſeveral People at Glovers- Hall, and ſtrictly 
required him to tell, whether he had ever 
committed that beaſtly- Act? Upon which he 
called God to Witneſs, and in the moſt ſolemn 
Manner proteſted, that he never did commit 
ſuch Act, neither did he know what it meant. 
His ſolemn proteſtations induced me to think 
be was innocent, and that the Affair had been 
miſrepreſented: But tho', after this, I was very 
much importun' d: by M bitater and his Wife, 
10 lie at their Houſe again, I abſolutely refus'd 
i, he 1 thank d them for their Civility. — 
ot 
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Not long after this, Hearne, by the Recom- 
mendation of Mr. Brown in St. John Street, 
having enter d his Name at the Regiſter Office, 
got a Place at Mr Mayne's, Haberdaſher, 
in the Strand, to run of Errands, Sc. where 
having ſtaid about three Weeks, he was turn'd 
away for laying out of his Maſter's Houſe. 
Three or four Days after he left his Service, 
he came to Mrs. Shore's, in Titchfield-Syreet, 
Oxford-Market, where I live, and aſk'd for me, 
but was told I was out, and ſhould not be at 
Home that Night. He then ſaid, he would 
go to one Mr. Kipling, and ſet up in his Room 
all Night, He was then aſk'd the Reaſon of 
his leaving his Place ſo ſuddenly (for Mrs. 
Pickering did not know but that he was come 
away juſt then) he ſaid, he had been come from 
his Maſter's ever fince Friday, this being the 
Monday Evening following; and that his Fa- 
ther had been with his Maſter, and had faid 
ſome Things concerning him, which had occa- 
ſioned his being turn'd away. He was then 
alked how he had ſpent his Time fince quittin 

his Service? He ſaid, he had lain the gun 
Night after he came away with a young Man 
near Strand Bridge; the next Day he went 
to his Aunt's, who lives near Covent Garden, 
who late at Night, turn'd him out, and he 
lay on the Stones at her Door, where, while 
© he was aſleep, ſomebody ſtole his Shirt; and

farther preſs'd by Mrs. Pickering and her Mother

conſented; and they ſaid they would give him 
his Victuals till they could get him a Place. 
From this Time I began to find him a very 
great Liar, particularly in his Story about lo- 
ſing his Shirt, which he now ſaid he had ſold in 
Monmouth-Street for a Shilling. A few Nights 
after, I ſtrictly examin'd him, in Preſence of ano- 
ther Perſon, about leaving his Place. To which he 
anſwered (crying) if I would not be angry with 
© him he would tell me the whole Truth;*and 
then he proceeded, © That on Friday Evening, 
having been of a Meſſage, coming down Lin- 
© colns-Inn- Fields a thick, ſhort, bluff-fac'd, pock-

From this Account which he gave of him- 
ſelf, being fully convinced that he was a 'very | 
vile Lad, I faid to him, James, I plainly fee

On the Sunday following, Mrs. Sbore made a 
Propoſal to Mr. North, Peruke- maker, in Thames 
Street, of putting him Apprentice, and agreed 
to give five Pounds with him, if, after a Month's 
Trial, he ſhould like him, and to allow forty 
Shillings a Year to find him in Cloaths. On 
my coming home, Mrs. Pickering acquainted me 
with Mrs. Sbore's Intention, which ſhe ſuppoſed. 
would be very agreeable to me; but on giving 
her a very ſlight Anſwer, -ſhe and -her Mother 
ſeemed very much diſpleaſed, and urg'd me to 
give my Reaſons why I ſeemed not ſatisfied 
with their kind Intention. I then thought this 
a fit Opportunity to diſcloſe to them what 
Hearne had declared the Friday before, and 
that I was afraid he would practice thoſe beaſtly 
Actions wherever he lived, and ſo not only bring 
a Scandal on himſelf, but alſo on thoſe who ſhould 
commend him. no oh 


Hearne having heard that I had informed Mrs. 
Shore and Mrs. Pickering of his vile Actions, 
and perceiv*d that what I had ſaid had prevented 
his being put to an Apprenticeſhip, he return'd 
me, when I ſpoke to him, very ſaucy Language, 
inſomuch that I threaten'd to turn him out of 
Doors. When I had left the Kitchen, the Maid 
Servant ſaid to him, James, how could you be- 
have fo impudently to Mr. Bradbury ? He an- 
ſwered, he threaten'd to turn me out of Doors; 
© I wiſh he would; I know how to match him 
© for it. The ſame Day, he went to Mr. 
M bitater's in the _ z when (as he — 
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Mrs. Hbitaker began ſpeaking very diſreſpectfully 
of me, . ſaying, ſhe thought I only preached for 
Gain, and firmly believed I was amaſſing a great 
deal of Money together. She then, with all her 
Art, endeavoured to perſuade him to accuſe 
me with being guilty of indecent Actions; 
which when ſhe had -accompliſh'd, Mr. Mbitater 
took him to Brown's in St Jobn Street (as the 
Boy declar d) where they all join'd in urging 
him to charge me criminally, and directed him 
by what Method to proceed. Firſt, they bid 
him threaten: me, and in caſe I refus'd to main- 
tain him, he then muſt ſwear againſt me, and 
they would hang me, and provide for him. 


The next Night (being, to the beſt of my 
Remembrance, Tueſday the 15th of April laſt) 
they had fo prevail'd upon him, that when L 
call'd there, Mr. Brown and his Wife accoſted me 
with ſaying, I ought to maintain the Boy. I 
deſired to know, for what Reaſon. They an- 
ſwer'd, You have us'd the Boy . As I was 
entirely ignorant of what they meant, I deſired 
them to explain themſelves. Upon which they 
bid him ſpeak to my Face what he had before 
affirmed to them: Being thus encourag'd, he 
began with ſaying, I had uſed him indecently. 
I afk'd him, how? He then in a very confuſed 
Manner, charged me with ſeveral beaſtly Actions. 
Being perfectly conſeious of my own Innocence, 
1 did not readily comprehend. his Meaning, and 
therefore ſaid, Is it Sodamy you accuſe me of? He 
anſwer d, No] Is it an Attempt you lay io m 
Charge? No]! Why then, what other Indecencies 
do you alledge againſt me? But he refus d to ex- 
plain himfelf any farther. During the whole Time 
of my- examining him, upon the n 
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had brought againſt me, both Brown and his 
Wife encouraged him to ſpeak up freely and 
boldly ; which he, finding himſelf ſo well back'd, 
did with an uncommon Affaurance, and continued 
ſo to do upon their ſpiriting him on with — 
Mell done, James, laughing all the while. When 
I found myſelf thus audaciouſly attack'd, and 
that no Arguments I could uſe would convince ' 
them of my Innocence, I ſolemnly declared I 
was entirely guiltleſs of any indetent Action; 
but finding they were- poſitively determin'd, 
right or wrong, to be on his Side, I thought 
proper to take my Leave. As I was going out 
of the Houſe, Brown ſaid, James, go after Mr. 
Bradbury; he did ſo; and on turning my Head, 
ſeeing him behind me, I ſaid, What could in- 
duce you to tell ſuch abominable Lies of me, 
without any Provocation, or the leaſt Colour of 
Truth? He then began crying and ſtamping, 
without being able to utter a Word ; till at 
laſt he brought out, He was drawn into it, for 
which he Hould never forgive himſelf. I told him, 
he had in a great Meaſure ruin'd my Character, 
for which he could never make 4 Amends, 
He reply'd, Are there no Mztbods 10 be taken,

cence? I faid, I ſhould- conſult with my Friends 
about it, and he might come to the Chapel the 
next Night.

1 went home about 11 o* Clock at Night, and 
acquainted Mrs. Shore and Mrs. Pickering with 
what had'paſs'd betwixt James and me at Brown's, 
J had been in the Houſe but a ſhort Space, before 
I ſenſibly felt the ſad Effects of the Surprize and 
Agony I had undergone from the baſe and vile 
Attacks that had been 8 on my a 
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In ſhort, it threw me into Fits, of which I had 
ſeveral ſevere ones; inſomuch that Mrs. Picke- 
ring thought herſelf oblig'd to ſet up with me 
till three o Clock in the Morning. The next 
Evening (Wedneſday the ſixteenth) James Hearne 
came to the Chapel after Preaching, and in the 
Preſence of Mrs. Pickering, Mr. Kipling, and my- 
ſelf, fell on his Knees, and begg'd Pardon of 
God and me, declaring that all he had faid of 
me was poſitively falſe ; adding, that he deſired 
for the Satisfaction of the Public, a Paper might 
be drawn up, and he- would very readily ſign 
it; which being done accordingly, he, in the 
Preſence of Mr. Cook, (who was ſince come in) 
did actually fign it; in which Paper he decla- 
red, that all he had ſaid againſt me was falſe. 
This Paper, the next Day, was by ſome Miſ- 
chance loſt ; he hearing of it, ſeem'd very much 
concern'd, and deſired another might be drawn, 
and he would ſign it. Which being done, and 
the Paper perus'd by himſelf, he was aſked, af- 
ter he had read it, in the Preſence of the above 
Perſons, if what it contain'd was the Truth, 
and if he fign'd it voluntarily, or by Compul- 
fion ? Mrs, Pickering then ſaid, Speak the Truth, 
Is Mr. Bradbury innocent, or is he not ? Do 
you declare his Innocence by Conſtraint, or by 
your own free Will ? He anſwer'd, It was by 
no Conſtraint he ſign'd it, but becauſe all he 
had declared againſt Mr. Bradbury was falſe, and

James Hearne. 


The Originals of theſe three Letters, were pro- 
duced at the Trial, and acknowledged by Hearne, 
to be his own Writing. 


On Wedneſday, the roth of September, in the 


Morning, I was removed to the Old- Bailey, where 
J was arraigned, but being aſked by the Judge, 


whether my Council were ready, on Enquiry, I 
found they were not, with which I inform'd his 
-Lordſhip ; and thereupon my Trial was put off 
till the next Day: So, to add to my Afflictions, 


I was obliged to take up my Lodgings in New- 
gate that Night, and the next Morning was 
brought down to the Baildock, and at Nine my 
Trial came on; a Review of which, with Re- 


marks upon it, I ſhall preſently give, for the Sa- 


tisfact ion of the Reader; by comparing of which, 
with what J have here related, and ſhall afterwards 


inſert, he will be enabled to form ſome tolerable 


Judgment of the Reality of my Caſe, and whether, 
upon due Conſideration of the Facts, as I have 


ſtated them, and which are confirmed by the Teſ- 


timonies upon Oath, of ſuch a Number of cre- 


ditable Witneſſes, he believes in his Conſcienc , 


I am

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I am guilty of the horrid Crime, of which I was 
accug'd, indicted, tried for, and of which I was 
Acquitted in- the moſt honourable Manner, by 
an impartial Jury, and even in the Opinion of the 
Judge himſelf. | 


Give me Leave to obſerve, on this Occaſion, 
That when Malice is reſolved to ruin a Character; 
the moſt Innocent will find it almoſt impoſſible 
to eſcape the Miſchief intended ; for ſuch is the 
Depravity of Human Nature, that Scandal always 
meets with a better Reception, and a more ready 
Belief, than the beſt atteſted Evidence, in Vindi- 
cation of injur'd Virtue. How hard is it to per- 
ſuade Men to believe the Truth, when it contra- 
dicts their ruling Paſſions ! How difficult is it to 
combate Wickedneſs, when ſharpen'd with the 
Malevolence of invenom'd Tongues ! 


Let any one take a ſerious. unprejudic'd View 
of the Caſe as I have already ſtated it, which I 
can truly affirm, I have not diſguiſed with any 
falſe Colourings, ſophiſtical Arguments, or men- 
tal Reſerves, but told the plain Truth in an artleſs 
Manner; I ſay, let any impartial Man weigh, 
and compare the Circumſtances, and Incidents 
here related, one with another, and I dare venture 
to ſubmit the Deciſion of my Guilt or Innocence, 
to his Determination. | 


But farther : Here is a Youth comes to hear me 
preach, gives great Attention, and has all the Ap- 
pearance of the moſt ſincere Devotion; his ſerious 
and ſeemingly pious Demeanour attracts my Re- 
gard; I a who and what he is; 
am told that by Means of my Preaching he had 
been converted from the Errors of Popery and 
embraced Proteſtantiſm : I ſay, ſuppoſing this 

| (as 


(as it really was) the Caſe, what was I to do as a 
Miniſter and Preacher of the Goſpel ? Was it not 
my Duty to examine into the Truth of his Con- 
verſion, and encourage him to perſevere in it? If 
he was indeed a Hypocrite, and his Shew of Reli- 
gion a mere Pretence, was it poſſible for me to 
know, or. to diſcover the Baſeneſs of his Heart ? 
That belongs alone to that all-ſeeing Eye which 
fees our Thoughts a-far off, and to whom only can 
be known the moſt ſecret Purpoſes of our Soul. 
If I was deceived, ſo were many others, who were 
equally perſuaded of his Sincerity. 


But tis objected, that I afforded him my Pro- 
tection and Favour, after I knew he had miſbe- 
haved to his Maſter, and was turn'd away, If 
Exceſs of Compaſſion to a poor Creature in Dif- 
treſs, be a Fault, I muſt own mylelt blame- worthy. 
But, let it be obſerv'd, that before I gave him any 
Tokens of my Kindneſs, I uſed my beſt Endea- 
vours to make up the Difference between his Ma- 
ſter and him; and that I offer'd him no Aſſiſtance XZ 
or Encouragement, till I found his Maſter was irre- 
concilable, his Father had deſerted him for turning 
Proteftant, and he was in Danger of periſhing for 
want of Bread and Lodging. He wiſh'd he was 
in Place again, I promiſed to uſe my Endeavour 
to get him one; and to prevent his turning Thief, 
and getting into bad Company, I procured him a 
Lodging, and a ſmall Subſiſtence, till I could hear 
of a Place for him. Could Humanity do leſs than 
I did? Who, that knows to what Temptations 
Youth are expos'd, eſpecially when left to them- 
ſelves, and abandoned by their Friends, would 
mot have done the ſame, or pethaps much more 

han M did?! | 
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ing. Afterwards indeed, when his Wickedneſs 


add ſpend an Evening with them, Had I refuſed, 
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But the ſtrongeſt Objection to my Condudt, 
and which ſeems to have been the Foundation of 
all the Calumny I have ſuffered on Hearne's Ac- 
count, is, that I went to lay with him at Whitaker's, 
In Anſwer to which it ſhould be conſider'd, that 
at that Time I had no Reaſon to entertain an. ill 
Opinion of the Boy, otherwiſe than that he had 
been guilty of ſome Faults, ſuch as are incident 
to thoſe of his Age; for I was then really ignorant 
of thoſe Crimes of which he was afterwards accuſed-z 
neither had he then the Dreſs or Appearance of a 
Vagrant or a Vagabond, but ſuch as became the 
Apprentice of a Tradeſman, and which could not 
render him diſagreeable, as a Bed- fellow, (upon a 
Caſe of Emergency) I not being inform'd, where I 
was to lie, *till between Eleven and Twelve o 
Clock, and I then near four Miles from my Lodg- 


was detected, and he had made himſelf obnoxious 
to the Reſentment of all ſober and virtuous People, 
he ſoon reduc'd himſelf to the loweſt Ebb of Mi- 
ſery, and might juſtly be ranked with the moſt 
wretched and abject Claſs of Mankind, But why 
did I go to Whitaker's at all, fince even he was 
a Man but of mean Circumſtances? But who 
ever conſiders my Station, and the Duties of my 


Function, will not wonder that I endeavour. to 


render myſelf agreeable to all, that ſo I may, ſome 
Way or other, become uſeful to all. I was frequent- 
ly importun'd both by him and his Wife to come 


no doubt I ſhould have been accounted proud and 
ſuperci lious, and too conceited of my own Impor- 
tance to condeſcend to a Familiarity with Perſons. 
of ſuch an inferior condition. But I am too ſenſi- 
ble of my own InperfeRtions to claim any Supe- | 

riority 
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riority over the meaneſt of my Hearers. If my 
Diſcourſe or Converſation can be of any Uſe in 
promoting the Service and Honour of my Great 
Maſter, 1 ſhould think it a Breach of my Duty to 
refrain from the Company of thoſe who deſire it. 
Wherein then was my Offence in complying with 
the repeated Requeſts of Mr. Whitaker and his 
Wife, ſince thoſe Evenings I ſpent with them, 
were employ'd in the Performance of religious 
Duties? Or where was the Fault, if, at their 
urgent Inſtances, I lay in their Bed, ſince it would 
be no Diſappointment at Home, becauſe I had no 


Wife or Family to expect me? 


But further: Twice J lay at their Houſe, and not 
oftner, and both Times with the Boy, tho? frequent- 
ly preſs'd to it afterwards both by Whitaker and 
his Wife. The Reaſon of my Refuſal was,” the 
Report I had heard of the foul and dark Practices 
of Hearne with his Fellow-prentice, of which the 
Mother of the Lad inform'd me; for though I 
hoped he was not then guilty of ſuch an abo- 
minable Crime, yet as he had ſuch a Thing laid 
to his Charge, I told Mc. Mbitater I did not chooſe 
to ſpend an Evening at his Houſe whilſt Hearne 
lodg'd there; and then I related to him the Story 
I had heard of James. Mr. Whitaker then inform- 
ed me that Hearne lay with his Couſin at his Houſe, 
who had come from, or near Weſt Cheſter ; I there- 
thereupon defired him to aſk his Couſin, whether 
Hearne had ever offer'd ſuch a Thing to him? 


_ Whitaker reply'd, I am ſure he never did, for if 


he had, he would have made it known to me. 
But the true Reaſon of Hearne's Spite and Malice: 
againſt me, as Thave the greateſt Reaſon to believe, 
was this: Mrs. Shore, as before obſerv'd, pitying 
his forlorn Condition, was going to put him out

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Apprentice to Mr. North,, Peruke-maker, in 
Thames Street ; and on her and her Daughter Mss. 
Pickering aſking my Opinion about it, I apprehen- 
ding the Inconveniencies that would probably fol- 
low on his being placed in a ſober Family, and 
the Scandal that might ariſe to them for recom- 
mending him, thought this a proper Opportunity 
to inform them of what Hearne had related to me 
the Friday before, in the Preſence of another Per- 
= ſon, which was, that he had committed beaſtly 
Actions with a Man with whom he lay one Night 
Wat a Houſe in a Court oppoſite Somerſet-Houſe in 
the Strand. Now, when Hearne heard I had de- 
Wclared what he told me as above to his worthy Be- 
nefactors, and confirmed it to them before his 
Face, he was greatly enraged with me, and after- 
wards gave me ſuch impertinent Language in the 
Kitchen, before the Servants, that I threaten'd to 
urn him out of the Houſe ; and on my leaving 
be Kitchen, told Mary Burchet he wiſhed I would, 
Sor he would march me for it. Soon after (the 
me Day) he went to Mr. Whitaker, and ac- 
Sq uainted his Wife with what had paſs'd at Mrs. 
85S bore's, and then the villainous Plot was contriv'd: 
bitaker himſelf took the Boy to Brown's Houſe 
o complete the Scheme, and after a long Conſul- 
tion among them, they employed one Pepper, an 
ctorney, to carry on this iniquitous Proſecution, 
This was a favourable Opportunity for Mrs. Stone- 
ad Mrs. Vbitater to indulge their predominant 
aon for Scandai, and gave them ample Mat- 
eer for their Tea Table-Chat, over which my Cha- 
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ncter was ſacrificed with a peculiar Guſt ; of which 
I have ſufficient Proof. However, there ſeems no- 
thing extraordinary in this : But that Men of Senſe 
could carry their Malice to ſuch a monſtrous 
Height, is moſt aſtoniſhing. The Ruin of my 
| k Character 
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Character was not ſufficient, tho that is the moſt 
valuable Treaſure we can be poſſefs'd of. Nothing 
leſs than my Death in the moſt ignominious Manner 
that the moſt atrocious Malefactor can ſuffer, will 
ſatiate their Malice. | 


But on what Evidence do they ground their 
Rage againſt me? Why, on the Teſtimony of one 
whom they knew to be turn*d out of. Service, in, 
which he got ſo bad a Character that his Maſter 
would not, upon any Conſideration whatever, re- 
ccive him again. | 


It may not be amiſs to obſerve here, that Mr, 
Noakes, a watchmaker in Charterhouſe-Square, to 
whom James Hearne was put an Apprentice, de- 
clared to ſeveral People, that Hearne had forcibly 
committed SODOMY in his Houſe with his 
younger Apprentice, ſome Time before he knew 
Mr. Bradbury, and that he (Noakes) had ſent to 
the Lad's Parents, in order to have Hearne pro- 
ſecured for the Crime: But they, on Reflection, 
fearing their Son's Character might in ſome Mea- 
ſure be blaſted, declined it z but were determined, 
if Hearne continued at Mr. Noakes's to take away 
their Son. Some of the Perſons, to whom Mr. 
Noakes declared the above, were George Wright, Eſq. 
in the Commiſſion of the Peace for Weſtminſter ; 
Mr. Stuart of St. Andrew's Holborn, Stationer ; 
and Mr. William Folliot, of St. Giles's Cripplegate, 
Plane-maker. 


Muſt a Man's good Name, which has been 
long earning by the moſt virtuous Purſuits, be 
blaſted in a Moment and for ever, by the 
Tongue of a Wretch who had already forfeit- 
ed his own? How unrighteous the Sentence, 

how 
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how unjuſt the Cenſure, that condemns a Man 
upon ſo weak an Evidence. 


The Spite and Rancour, with which they have 
carried on this Proſecution, is notorious. Their 
firſt Scheme was, only to proſeeute me for an Al- 
ſault with an Intent to commit Sodomy ; tho? e- 
yen this, if proved, muſt have been my inevitable 


in, Ruin, and made me a public Spectacle for the 
— ſcornful World to point at; for, if I miſtake not, 


che Pillory is generally the Puniſhment inflicted 
for Crimes of this Nature. But how difficult did 
they find it to obtain a Warrant to ground even 
this Information upon ! So ſhockingly forbidding 


three Juſtices, to whom they firſt applied, could ſee 
any thing about him creditable enough to induce 
them to grant him his Oath, Not diſcouraged 
however with theſe Rebuffs, which, one would 
think, ſhould have given them but an indifferent 
opinion of their Cauſe, they apply to a Fourth, 
hom they found leſs ſcrupulous, and who indeed 
gratify'd them to their utmoſt Wiſh, - 


After this, on a Conſultation with their Law- 
eer, he told them, that this would not do; that 
ry Puniſhment would be but trifling, not anſwer 
beir Purpoſe, and that the Jury would laugh at 
em; that James muſt put it to the Fact, and fo 
bang the Dog out of the way.

was the Aſpect of their Witneſs, that not one of |

together; Time ſufficient to prepare him with 
proper Inſtructions to execute their villainous Pur- 
poſes. 


I ſhall make no Reflections on the Riots they 
made at the Chapel when I was preaching, their 
Inſults on my Perſon in the open Streets, the Hard- 
ſhips I ſuffered during my two Months Impriſon- 
ment, or the prodigious Expence I was put to in 
defending myſelf: The plain Narration of the 
Facts, I am perſuaded, is ſufficient to raiſe the in- 
dignation of every impartial Hearer againſt Per- 
ſons who have acted with ſo much Spite and Ma- 
lice, with the ſole View of ruining my Character 
and deſtroying my Life; eſpecially when theſe 
Facts are confirmed by the inconteſtible Evidence 
of many reputable Witneſſes, who have ſworn to 
the Truth of every Thing I have advanced. 


I ſhall now proceed, as I promiſed, to make 
a curſory Review of the Trial, with ſuch Remarks 
and Obſervations thereon, as may ſerve to eluci- 
date this dark Affair, and convince my Friends, 
and the Friends of Truth and Innocence, that I 
ſtand acquitted in the Sight both of God and

REMARKS. 


EARNE came that mori 

ing from the Poultry- 
Compter, where, by his own 
defire, he was carried the even- 
ing before; as appeared by the 
evidence of Charles Lew, and 
his own confeſſion, on the trial. 
Hearne was at Law-Hall but 
a fortnight, as he himſelf owns 
afterwards. 

T ſolemnly declare I never aſe- 
ed Hearne to go into the coun- 
try ; neither did I ſee him after 
the 17th of July, till 1 ſaw bim 
at the Old Bailey; his going into 
the country was entirely by bit 
own defire ; as appears by bis. 
letter directed to me at New- 
Priſon, dated July 25, 1755. 
See a copy of it, P. 25. 

1 ſaw Hearne ſeveral times 


his at Glovers Hall, Beech Lane, 
1 a 
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38 Mr. Bradbury's Caſe truly Stated, 


his religion, he ſaid, he 


was brought up among the 


papiſts, but at the deſire of his 
fellow-preatice he cameto hear 
him. Afﬀeer that, he ſaid, he 
went to hear him at Gl/avers- 


Hall, the ſame night Mr. Me- 


redith was buried from the Ja- 
bernacle. After the Audience 
was diſmiſs'd, Mrs. Hall ſtay- 
ing to lock up the doors, Mr. 
Bradbury told her, , ſhe need 
not ſtay for that, for the lock 
being a ſpring · lock, ſhe might 
take the — with her, and he 
would ſtay with James, for he 
with him. 
That then, as he ſtood leaning 
his head againſt the chimney- 
piece, Mr. Bradbury pull'd him 
down upon his knee, and kiſs'd 
him, put his hand thro' a torn 
hole of his breeches, put out 
the candle, and unbuttoning 
his own breeches, bid him do 
what modeſty here forbids us 
to mention. It being then a- 
bout 9g o' clock, Hearne ſaid, 
he was afraid he ſhould have a 
noiſe with his maſter; but that 
Mr. Bradbury bid him not be 
afraid, for if they ſhould ſcold 
him, he ſhould come away, 
and he would get him another 
place. | 

About a week after this, he 
ſaid, being ſent of an errand 
to receive ſome money for his 
maſter, as he was going up 
T;burn-Road he met Mr. Brad- 
bury, who aſked him if he had 
breakfaſted ? and talked about 
his religion. That Mr. Bradl ury 


went with him as far as Sobo- 


Square, and gave him ſome 
books to carry to Mr. Brown's 
in St, Fohn Street, That he 

; | went 


and alſo at the chapel in Chan- 
dler-ftreet ; at both which pla- 
ces be appeared to me ſeemingly 
devout ; which gave me an oc- 
cafion to enquire of Jonas Phi- 
lips, his fellow-prentice, who 
the lad was. Being informed 
that he was brought up a papiſt, 
but now took great delight in 
hearing me, I defired to have 
ſame converſation with him. Ac- 
cordingly he was brought into 
the weſtry, and in the preſence of 


ſeveral people, diclared his ab- 


borrence of the worſhip f the 
church of Rome. I encourgged 
him in embracing the proteflant 
religion, but did not defire him, 
in particular, to come to hear 
me at Glovers Hall, or at any 
other place. I had converſed 
ewith him ſeveral times before 
Mr. Meredich' Death. 

1 do remember that Hearne 
ab at the hall, the night Mr. 
Meredich wa, buried, tut I did 
rot defire any of the proj le to go 
to his burial. There were a frav 
feople that ſoid they wert à go- 
ing there, but not by my defire. . 
Mrs. Hall ſaid foe ſhould be glad 
to go to the funeral, but frayed 
to take off the fire. I told her, 
as ſhe had ſuch a defire to go, ſhe 
might leave all the doors open, 
and need not flay on that at- 
count. So I immediately took off 
the fire, ut the doors, and went 
home. This is proved by Mrs. 
Pickering's evidence, 4vbo cal- 
led at Glovers Hall the ſame e- 
<vening about half an hour after 
8 0 ck, and alſo Mrs. Nall's. 

It was not in Tyburn-Road, 
but in Margaret-ftreet, that 
1 met Hearne that Morning. 

[ had no talk auith him about ' 
bis ridigicu; only I told Mrs. 

Carter 


went to Mr. Brown's, and aſk- 
ing him what o clock it was, 
and hearing it was twelve, he 
was afraid to go home, ſo wan- 
dered about the ſtreets till 
night, and then went to Mr. 
Bradbury. That Mr. Bradbury 
knew he was ſent on his Ma- 
ſter's buſineſs ; that they cal- 
led on Mr. Cook, and went to- 
ether to the chapel in Chand- 
-ftreet , 
preach. That then Mr. Brad- 
bury defired Mr. Cook to go 
home with him, and tell his 
maſter, that he could not ſee 
the gentleman, nor take the 
money, till the afternoon ; 
and Mr. Bradbury bid him ſay, 
he could not ſee him all the 
day. That then he went to 
Mr. Bradbury's houſe, and ſoon 
after Mr. Bradbury came in, 
and aſked Mr. Cook whether it 
= was true, that he (Hearne) had 
not been at home ? Cook re- 
x _ Yes. Upon which, ſays 
Mr. Bradbury, we will go a- 
long with him; and as they 
were going up Charterhouſe- 
Lane, he deſired Mr. Cook to 
go along with him, adding, 
if his maſter refuſed to take 
im in, he would; but his ma- 
iter would not let him come in 
hat night. That then he went 
eso his father's lodgings, who 
being not at home, he pre- 
vailed on his landlord to let 
him lie in the houſe. That in 


bout Charterhouſe-Square, and 
in the afternoon his maſter 
took him in again. That Mr. 
Bradbury deſired him to come 
away, and he would get him 
another maſter; upon which 

he 
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and heard him 


the morning he wandered a-

Carter, where wwe breakfaſted, 
that Hearne was brought up a 
papiſt, but had now embra-' 
ced the proteſiant religion. 1 
declare I was not at Mr. Cook's 
that night, neither did I ſee any 
of the family that day ; conſe- 
quently, all that he ſwears to 
on this head, is abſolutely falſe. 
See Mr. Cook's evidence. 
did not know that Hearne 
had abſented himſelf from his 
maſter, till I ſaw him at Brown's 
about q o clock that night ; and 
he had never been, at that time, 
at the houſe where 1 live, to my 
knowledge. See the depoſitions 
of Mr. Cook & Mrs. Pickering. 
When I ſaw Hearne the next 
evening, he declared to me, that 
he lay with his father the night 
before, who, he ſaid, had a 
lodging at a houſe inCloth- Fair, 


for which he paid one ſhilling per 


week. 1 ſolemnly declare, I ne- 
wer aſked him to leave his na- 
fers ſervice ; but on the contra- 
ry, when be has been ſpeaking 
of the diſlike be had to that 
trade, I haue rei d him to give 
bis mind to it, and told him it 
might be of great advantage to 
him. I acknowledge that 1 
thought it my duty to inform him, 
that if he was deſerted by his 
father, and the reſt of his popiſh 
friends, purely on the account of 
his embracing the proteſiant reli- 
gion, that I would take care be 
ſhould not want. 


1 did not aſe Whitaker to let 


Hearne ie at his houſe, but 
Whitaker propoſed it firſt, I 
vas often preſi d both by Whi- 
taker and his Wife, at Glovers 
Hall, 70 go hom, and ſup and 
lie at their houſe. Sce Mr.. 
Murray's afidazit and Mr. 
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he (Hearne) told his maſter he 
did not like the trade, and ae- 
cordingly left him the ſame 
day. That then he went to 
his ſiſter's in St. Fohn-ftreet, 
where he met his father, who 
deſired him to go to his maſter, 
inſtead of which, he went to 
one Newton's in Bartholomew's 
Hoſpital, and from thence to 
Mrs. Brown's in St. Fohn-ſtreet, 


where he met Mr. Bradbury, 


and told him how matters 
ſtood. Said he, James, what 
wade you in ſuch a hurry to 
come away ? you ſhould have 
ſtaid till I had got you a place. 
Tbat then Mr. Stephens, at 
Mr. Bradbury's requeſt, got 
him a lodging in St. Fohn- 
fireet ; and afterwards deſired 
Mr. Whitaker to let him lie at 
his houſe, till he could get him 
another maſter, That this 
was of a Sunday, and he went 
to Mr, Whitaker's and lay there 
that night; and that on the 
Thurſday night follohing, Mr. 
Bradbury came, and deſired 
to know if he could lie there. 
Mrs. Whitaker told him, ſhe 
had but two beds, and ſuppo- 
ſed he would not chuſe to lie 
with James, for his bed was 
but ſmall. Mr, Bradbury ſaid, 


he would make a ſhitt for once, 


for he was not very well, and 
did not care to go home that 
night. 

I his converſation, ſaid 


' Hearne, was at Glover's-ball, 


and between 9 and 10, the 
time night, we went to Mr. 
I hitaker's, and lay together; 
and the candle being put out,

tranſafions between him and 
me at that Time, is all entierly 
refuted by Mrs. Pickering's affi- 
davit. we 

The next Tueſday night, 
ewhen, he ſays, wwe lay together 
in Chandler-ſtreet, that night 
1 was at home a little after 
eleven o' clock. 

Hearne fevears, that Mrs. 
Whitaker began abſcourſe with 
him about familiarities between 
me and Cook. Mrs. Whitaker 
ſwears, that Hearne taking a 
neighbour's child and kiſſing it, 
charged me with indecent ac- 
tions. Any one may eaſily per- 
ceive this contradiftion by com- 


. paring the evidence of theſe two 


witneſſes as it ſtands in the. 
trial. 

From this beginning, and 
ome queſtions they aſted the boy, 
they formed their iniquitous 
Scheme, which from that time 
they carried on with ſo much 
rancour and inveteracy. Hearne 
charged the Whitakers with 
firft beginning with him, and 
dracuing bim into the ſnare ; 
and the Whitakers retort the 
charge on him; and ſo they 
Hocar one againſi another, as 
may be ſeen in the trial. 

As to what paſy'd between 
Mr. Brown and me, when 
Hearne taxed me with the 
crime before him, I remember 
perfectly well, that Mr. Brown 
did fexear ſeveral times 2

It's true, 1 
was exceedingly ſhocked to hear 
myſelf accuſed of ſuch monſtrous + 
crimes ; and therefore I did in a 
moſt ſolemn manner call God to 
witneſs, that I was entirely in- 
nocent of committing any ſuch 
at. There awere two large 
candlefticks miſſing at the chapel, - 
and ſearch was made for them. ' 
Hearne then had the hey, and 
lay at the chapel. I aſked him 
if be knew where they were. 
He ſaid, he ſaw them the Sun- 
day before. I told him ] was- 
Surprized aubich way they could 
be gone, and [bould be glad if he 
could inform mewhere they avere. 
for they were candleſticks aubich 
1 valued very much; but I never 
threatned to hang him, or tranſ- 
port him for them. q 
After this, that is after he 
had raiſed ſuch ahorrible ſcandal 
againſt me, and a vouched it to 
my face, he ſays, I went and 
lay with him at the chapel, and 
offered to commit the ſame fact 
with him again. But can any 
rational man be ſo credulous as 
to believe ſuch a bare-faced lie, 
that after he had. been laying 
ſuch abominable things to my 
charge, and wilifying my charac- 
ter in ſuch a ſcandalous manner, I 
who muſt neceſſarily be fill devith ** 
reſtutment, wwas ſo very complai- 
Sant as to take another night'sJodg- 
ing with bim! See Mrs. Picker- 
ing's affidavit, which plainly 


refutes this falſity. ' 
Hearne fevears, he met me in 
Leiceſter-fields, in company 
. with 
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a a large book, and bid him to

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him not to tell Mrs. Shore, but 
flill ſay, his father had told 
his maſter he was an appren- 
tice, and therefore would not 
keep him: That he boarded 
at Mrs. Shore's, and lodged at 
the chapel ; becauſe Mr. Brad- 
bury had told her he was a 
poor lad, abandoned by his 
father, and turned off by his 


- maſter, on account of his re- 


ligion. That on the Weane/- 
day following, Mr. Bradbury 
having preached a ſermon, 
came down from the pulpit, 
and when the people were 
gone, talked bawdy with Mr. 
Cook. 

Some few days after this, 
Hearne ſaid, being one night 
at Mrs. Pichering's pretty late, 
ſhe ſaid, it was too far for him 
to go to the chapel, and he 
might lie in their garret. That 
Mrs. Shore bid the maid go up 
and fetch the candle after he 
was a-bed ; but Mr. Bradbury 
ſaid, he would go and fetch it 
himſelf ; which he did, and 
deſired him (Hearne) when 
every body wasa-bed, to come 
down to him. He did ſo, and 
found Mr. Bradbury reading in 


get into bed, and he would 
come to him, as he did im- 
mediately, and then repeated 
the ſame facts he had done at 
Whitaker's. Tueſday, the week 


. after, he ſaid, he committed 
the ſame thing with him again 


at the chapel in Chandler-fireet. 
That he then went to Mrs. 
Brown's, where, while he was 
at ſupper, and telling her 
what Mr. Bradbury bad done 
to him, he came in. The 
reaſon, he told her was, be-

Hearne, in anſwer to the 
— on how he came to lodge at 
rown's, ſays, it was to ſatisfy 
them in bis account. But be- 
fore that, they bad as full an 
account of the matter as he could 
give them : But hearing he had 
diſcovered their villainy at Glo- 
vers Hall, they thought it the 
beſt way, for their own ſafety, 
to fecure him ; and therefore 0- 
bliged him to lodge with them, 
and actually kept him confined fix 
weeks ; as appears from his own 
evidence on the Trial, and in his 


| ſecond letter to Mr. Fully love; 


as likewiſe from the affidavits 
of Mrs. Pickering and Mrs. 
Murray. | 
As to what Hearne ſays, that 
Mr. Whitaker was ſurprized 
to ſee me come to his houſe, is 
very improbable, becauje be 
could not be unmindful of the 
frequent invitations they had gi- 
ven me, eſpecially bis wife, 
when I went home with ber 
from the hall. 

Hearne cf, that be 

fix weeks at Whitaker's 


houſe ; yet both Whitaker and 


his wife depoſe upon the trial, 
that James Hearne /ay three 
eweeks exactly at their houſe ; as © 
may be ſeen in the ſeſſions paper. 
So here is another flagrant con- 
tradiction in their evidence ! 

' Another falſity he ſwore to 
upon the trial was, that I was 
at the expence of his lodging : 
Whereas he well knew that 
Mrs. Murray effered to pay for 
his board and lodging till ”

cauſe after this, going to Mrs. 
Whitaker's for Bradbury's lin- 
nen, and kifling a child that 
was there, ſhe ſaid, that was the 
way Mr. Bradb:ry kiſſes Billy 
Cook, That he had told Mrs, 
Whitaker what he had done 
to him before this; after which 
Whitaker went with him to 
Brown's, and Mr. Bradbury 
coming in, he charged him 
with it to his face. The rea- 
ſon of his telling Mrs. Whita- 
ker, he ſaid, was, becauſe they 
were talking of Mr. Bradbury's 
being guilty with ſomebody 
elſe ; and aſked him, how he 
came to take ſo much notice 
of him; and why he lay a- 
wake till four or five o' clock 
in the morning when he lay 
with him ? 

Mr. Bradbury being thus 
Charged, ſaid to Mr. Brown, 
What muſt I do to make you 
believe I am innocent? Mr. 
Brown, perceiving he was go- 
ing to make many proteſta- 
tions, bid him hold his tongue. 
Upon which Mr. Bradbury 
wiſhed he might drop into the 
pit of hell, or never enter hea- 
ven's gate, if he was guilty ; 
and told him ¶ Hearne ) he had 
robbed him of two candle- 
ſticks, and if he did not go a- 
long with him and look for 
'em, he would tranſport or 
hang him ; adding, that all 
he had to do was, to clear his 
character by recanting. That 
they went and lay together 
the ſame night, at the chapel 


in Chandler-ftrcet, where he 


acted upon him the ſame fact 
he had done before. But firſt 
went up to the houſe where he 
lodged, and knocked, and no- 

body 
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could get a place. And this is 
confirmed by My. Whitaker him- 
felf, who, upon the trial ſaid, 
that Mrs. Murray paid two 
ſhillings per week. 

He fwvears upon the trial, that 
the reaſon of leaving his place 
was, his ſtaying too long of an 
errand ; and yet he tells Mrs. 
Pickering, that his father had 
been with his maſter, and told 
him he was an apprentice, and 
thereupon was turned away. 
See Mrs. Pickering's evidence. 

He further depoſed upon the 
trial, that after he left his place, 
he went to a boarding-ſchool at 
Kenſington, where he ftay d 
from Friday till Monday: yet 
he told Mrs. Pickering that he 
lay one night with a man in the 
Strand, another night at his 
aunt's door; and another at 
this ſchoolmaſter's at Kenſing- 
ton, where he had formerly 
been at ſchool. See Mrs. Picke- 
ring's affidavit. 

Hearne ſwears, that when 
he came to Mrs. Pickering's, 
they told him he might lie at 
Mrs. Pickering's : But what he 
ſaid to Mrs. Fickiriagwas that 
Mr. Kipling would give him 
leave to ſet up in his kitchen 
that night, and which accor- 


dingly he did. 


The reaſon why Mrs. Shore 
entertained him at her houſe was, 
becauſe ſhe looked upon him as an 
object of charity; and finding 
he was deſerted by his father 
and his other friends, on account 
of his turning proteflant, had 
compaſſion on him, and provided 
for him of her own bounty. 

Hearne being aſted, if in the 
information be gave before Fuſ- 
tice Fielding, he fevore Mr, 

F 2 Bradbury 
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lieved they were all a-bed, I 
will go and lie with you, James. 
That after he had abuſed his 
body (in a manner too ſhocking 
to be here related, but may be 
ſeen in the trial )he ſaid, James, 
your father ſwears vengeance 
azainſt you, and that he will 
knock your brains out. I 
would have you get away. 
To which he replied, he would 
very willingly go abroad. 
That the next Veaneſday 
night, Mr. Bradbury preach'd 
at the cha pel in Chandler-fireet, 
where were preſent Mrs. Pic- 
tering, Mr. Kipling, Mr. Cook, 
and himſelf, and by their 
threatnings and perſuaſions 
prevailed on him to ſign a re- 
cantation, which ſee P. 13. 
That Mr. Bradbury then pre- 
tended he ( Hearne ) ſhould lie 
in the chapel no more; and 
that he ſhould go to France; 
before he went, they had loſt 
the recantation, and deſired 
him to make another. 'That 
they confined him in their 
cellar for three days, for fear 
of his father and maſter, 
That Mrs. Pickering, Mr. 
Kipling, Mr. Cook and Mr. 
Bradbury came to him in Kip. 
ling's cellar, where they pro- 
duced another recantation, 
which he likewiſe ſigned. 
That Mrs. Kipling was dead 
drunk, and her huſband not 
ſober. That the next Sunday, 
Mrs. Pickering went with him 
to one Co/gate in the Mincries, 
to whom ſhe paid a guinea for 
his paſſage to Dunkirk, That 


Mr. Bradbury aſked him, if he 


was willing to go abroad, or 
be delivered up to his father 
and 
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body anſwering, ſaid, he be- 


Bradbury had entered his body ? 
replied, Tis. Now, the infor- 
mation that was laid before juſ- 
tice Fielding, where Stone and 
Hughes were preſent, had not 
a word in it of my committing 
the crime of ſodomy. Mr. Brog- 
den, juſtice Fielding's clerk, 
ewas ready in court, if he had 
been called upon, to have proved, 
that the infor mation given and 
ſigned by Hearne, was for ſo- 
domitical practices, and not for 
actual ſodomy. 

Hearne fewears, !hat Whit- 
aker ted him, why he lay a- 
ale till 4 or 5 o clock in the 
morning? Whitaker /zwears, 
that they went to bed about 11 
or 12, and roſe again about Q o 
clock, and that they heard ne 
converſation bt taveen Bradbury 
and Hearne while they were in 
bed. 

Brown ſwears, that the 
boy's modeſty with held him 
from declaring in what manner 
Mr. Bradbury had uſed him. 
As to his modeſty, let any one 
riad the tryal, and thin judge 
of what k:nd it was, or in what 
inſlance he diſcovered it. The 
charatter his maſier Noakes 
gives of him, ſhews how emi- 
nentiy he avas paſſeſſe of this 
virtue, or rather, that tbe we- 
ry reverſe of it was the moſt 
diſiinguiſhing lint in his featureg. 

But it ſeem (if Mr. Brown 
7s to be belicuven upon his oath) 
1 was waſily concerned to think 
/ theuld loje him as one of my 
pecple. As to the mighty lofs I 


ſhould have ſuſiained by Brown 


and his family's laving me, let 
any one judge from the largeneſs - 
of his ſubſcription, which was 
full 20 fillings a year ; beffaes 

the 
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.and maſter to be ſacrificed. 
That Mrs. Pickering paid his 
pallage, becaule Mr. Bradbu- 

was not to be ſeen in it, 
2 he heard him give her di- 
recticns about it. 'I'hat accor- 
dingly he went to France, and 
continued there about a month. 
That on his return to Eng/and, 
he was employed by a man 
who made weather-glaſſes to 
carry them about to ſell. That 
as be was fitting in Tottenbam- 
Court. Road, Mr. Bradbury came 
by, but made as if he did not 
know him. That after he was 
gone he came back again, and 


the credit gone me of having a 
gentleman of ſo excellent a cha- 
racter for one of my jubſeribers 
who had once the hanour of ſer- 
wing Mr. Monncux of Bed- 
fordſhire as a Dom flick. 

I could point out many more 
inconſiſlencies, cont! adictions, and 
abſurdities, as well in the ei- 
dence of. Hearne, as the other 
witneſſes that appeared for the 
proſecution : But as their falſi- 
ties will more circumſtantially 
appear in the affidavits hereto 
annexed, I muſt defire the rea- 
der to conſult them for bis fur- 
ther ſatisfadtion. 


aſked a woman who ſtood 
there, where the boy was, for there were three warrants out 
againſt him. That afterwards he met Mr. Hecpkins and Mr. 
Milkward in Leicelier-fieldi, who aſked him if Mr. Bradbury was 
guilty ? He ſaid, Yes. That he went with him to Mrs Picter- 
ing's houſe, where they met Mr. Bradbury. That Mrs. 
Pickering aſked him, what he had to ſay againſt Mr. Bradbary ? 
That he aſked her, if ſhe remembered the night I lay at her 
houſe when the fire was at Covent-Garden ? She replied, he was 
ſo wicked that he dreamt of it ; for that night ſhe watched Mr, 
Bradbury to bed, and came up into the goth and ſaw him 
( Hearne) aſleep. That they aſked Mr. Bradbury if he would 
o to Mr. Brown's, where the thing was firſt mentioned ? He 
aid, No, but had rather it ſhould be done at the hall. 

Hearne ſaid, he own'd he had fign'd a recantation, yet ſtill 
inſiſted Mr. Bradbury was guilty. That then he went to his 
lodgings in Newtoner's lane, then to Mr. Fie/ding's, who grant- 
ed his warrant againſt Mr. Bradbury, then attended the Grand 
jury at Hicks's Hall, who found the bill. After which he 
lodged at Mr. Brown's fix weeks ; till he was taken away by 
one Brown a conſtable, by a warrant which Mr. Bradbury had 
taken out againſt him. That the reaſon of his lodging at 
Brown's was, that they fetched him hither in order to be ſatis- 
fied in his account. That the conſtable having laid hold of 
him at Mr. Brown's, he and Mr. Bond took him before juſtice 
Wright, who aſked him if Mr. Bradbury was guiity ? That he 
anſwered, Yes. That the juſtice bid him be careful of what 
he ſaid, or Mr. Bradbury would tranſport him; Sr that he had 
good friends, and himſelf but a poor boy ; and then aſked him, 
if he did not do this out of ſpite ? After ſome pauſe, he ſaid 
he did, and thereupon ſign'd a recantation, which Mrs. Picker-

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ing had drawn up before. That, after this, Mr. Bradbury aſk- 

him if he would go into the country till the trial came on. 

That accordingly he ſent him to Dunfiable, and afterwards to 

Law-Hall, at both which places he ſtaid about ſeven weeks; 

and that he had not ſeen Mr. Bradbury, or any of his friends, 
ever ſince, except Mr. Fullylove, who acted for him. 

' Hearne having given his evidence, in ſubſtance as above re- 
lated, he was croſs-examined by the council on the other fide ; 
which the reader may fee at large in the trial; and of which 
I ſhall only mention a few things which more immediately af- 

fect me, and will be refuted in the affidavits. | 

Hearne having affirmed, that he did not know ſodomy was 
a crime, was aſked how he came to tell Mrs. Whitaker, if he 
did not think it was ſuch ? He anſwered, he was convinced of 
it by a ſermon he had heard Mr. Bradbury preach againſt So- 
dom and Gomorrha ; after which he told her of this affair. 
That he promiſed to recant, becauſe Mr. Bradbury threatened 
to hang him, for two oaths will go beyond his, meaning 
Hearne 3. That the reaſon of his ſuffering him to uſe ſuch 
freedoms with him afterwards was, that he did it when he was 
in bed, and that he told him he could not bear it ; and that he 
yielded to it becauſe he was afraid of him, and becauſe he was 
the only friend he had to ſtand by him. 

Being aſked, if he had ever heard of ſuch a crime as ſodo- 
my ? He ſaid, No, not before that time. That the contents 
of the information he had given Mr. Fie/ding were much the 
ſame as he had now ſworn to. 

Being ſhewn the recantation he had ſigned at Glowers Hall, 

TC. and that in Kip/ing's cellar, and that before the juſtice, which 

«of laſt, he ſaid, the juſtice took down on a bit of paper; to all 

A which he acknowledged he ſet his name; as likewiſe three 

5 letters that were ſhewn him, he owned to be his own hand-

Mrs. Whitaker being examined, depoſed to this effect, That 
oh.

. wanted to lie at their houſe before the boy came there; and 


1% that ſhe had never ſpoke to him before that time. One Satur- 
* day, coming by himſelf, a neighbour being there with a child 
"If in her arms, he took the child, and fell a kifling it, ſaying, my

dear Billy boy; that ſhe aſked him why he called it ſo? He 


7 ſaid, You don't know what has paſſed in this houſe between 
Ws Billy Cook and Mr. Bradbury. She ſaid, What ? He reply'd, 
8 There had been vile ations committed ; that on Friday night 
F Bradbury had preached a ſermon againſt ſodomy, and lifted up 
* his eyes; and about half an hour before had been acting the 
E ſame thing; but that it was againſt his will, and Mr. * 
1 | ha 
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had uſed him very ill, and that it was in her houſe. She ſaid, 
if theſe were lies, he ought to be ſeverely puniſhed, and bid 
him hold his tongue, and that ſhe told her huſband of it. 

Mr. Whitaker was then examined, and gave an account how 
he came acquainted with Mr. Bradbury, and how at his re- 
queſt, he entertained the boy at his houſe, where he lay three 
weeks in the whole. That fince the boy had been gone, he 
and his wife had often invited Mr, Bradbury to come and lie at 
their houſe, but that he always excuſed himſelf on ſome pre- 
tence or other, That he aſked the boy, if Mr. Bradbury had 
been guilty of ſodomy with him ? The boy ſaid, Yes, at his 
Houſe. That then he took the boy to Mr. Brown's, where the boy 
again affirmed all he had. before ſaid of Mr. Bradbury. 

Being aſked, if the boy ſaid he actually committed ſodomy 
with him, he ſaid, no; only that at his houſe he did bad praQtices 
every night he lay with him. That the laſt time was in the 
chapel, about a week before he told him ; but did not tell the 
particulars before his return from France ; that then he ſaid he 
had committed ſodomy with him all theſe times. That at 
firſt the boy only mentioned bad practices and indecent beha- 
viour. 

Mr. Brown being called, depoſed, that he aſked Hearne if 
he knew what it was he accuſed Mr. Bradbury with, and the 
conſequence of accuſing a miniſter of the goſpel wrongfully, 
Hearne reply'd, what he had ſaid was true, and then gave an 
account of what paſs'd between Mr. Bradbury and him at 
Glovers-hall the night Mr. Meredith was buried; and like- 
wiſe when he lay at Mrs. Shore's ; and that at the chapel, Vil- 
liam Cook and Mr. Bradbury talked indecently together after 
the people were gone. That his (Brown's) wife being preſent, 
he would not deſcribe the fact in plain terms. They con- 
tinued the debate for near two hours, the one ſtoutly accuſing, 
the other proteſting his innocence. That he expected he 
would have brought the boy the next day, having appointed 
Mr. Whitaker to come there ; inſtead of which Mr. Bradbury 
ſent him an upbraiding letter ; and after that, another ; upon 
which he ſent for him to come to him, but he never would. 
After that, he went with Mr. Stevenſon to Glovers Hall, to 
know the reaſon of his uſing him ſo. He took the boy's fa- 
ther with him, who aſked Mr. Bradbury what he had done with 
his ſon? He anſwered, he wiſhed he and his ſon were both 
hanged, and that he had never known them ; and that Mr. 
Bradbury abuſed him. That he never ſaw the boy afterwards 
till he came from France, and then found him in Newtozer's 
Lane; that, he took him home, where he worked with him, 
by his father's conſent, and was with him fix weeks ; that he 


was taken away by force, and he had never ſeen him —_— 
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Mr. Whitaker was then aſked, if he knew where the boy had 
been fince he left Mr. Brown? He anſwered, he had never 
ſeen him from that day to this, nor ever knew where he was. 

Hearne was then ſhewn two papers,, being one letter, and 
aſked, whether that was his hand-writing ? He replied, Yes. 
See the letters, P. 25 —28. 

Francis Higdon ſaid, he lived at Mr. Brown's; that one day Mr. 
Bond and another perſon came to their houſe, with a coat, as 
they pretended, for the boy; that he called the boy down 
ſtairs, and when he came into the room, the other perſon laid 
hold of the boy's arm, ſwore an oath, and bid him reſiſt if 


he dared, and took him away againſt his will. 


Hearne, the father, being called, declared, that he had not 
ſeen his ſon from the time he was taken from Brown's till ye- 
ſterday, tho' he had made great enquiry after him, That 
Mrs. Pickering told him he was gone to Ruſſia; but at laſt 
owned ſhe had paid a guinea for his paſſage to France. 

The witneſſes for the king being all examined, Mr. Brad- 
bury was called upon to make his defence. 'The firſt witneſs 
that appeared for him was Mrs. Pickering : But as the evidence 
ſhe then gave, with many other particulars not mentioned in 
the trial, are contained in her affidavit hereafter inſerted, we 
muſt refer the reader thereto. | 

As to the other four witneſſes that were called on his behalf, 
as their evidence was not impeached, but rather confirmed by 
Hearne himſelf, we muſt refer the reader to the trial itſelf, 
and to the following affidavits, for what they ſaid in his ju- 
ſtification. 


Thus have I fairly laid before the public, the 
ſtrength and force of the evidence againſt me, to- 
ether with my remarks and obſervations, in which 
I have adher'd to the truth with a ſcrupulous ex- 
actneſs; and if what I have advanced is true, then 
conſequently, the ſuperſtructure which my enemies 
have erected with ſo much art and induſtry, muſt 
fall to the ground. If my own teſtimony (which 
indeed may naturally be doubted) is not ſufficient

And this Deponent further ſaith, that his Worſhip 


aſked the Proſecutor, what could induce him to ſo wicked 
H 2 an 
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an Action? The Proſecutor anſwered, It was Spite, and 
being inftigated by one Brown and Whittaker to do and 
fay all he had againſt Mr. Bradbury; and ſaid, if Mr. 
Bradbury would not provide for him, that they, Brown 
and I/hittaker, would hang Mr. Bradbury and provide 
for him themſelves. And this Deponent faith, that on 
Wedneſday the 10th Day of September laſt, in paſſing from 
the Seſſions-Houſe to the Old- Bailey Coffee-Houſe, at 
about Ten o' Clock in the Morning, to ſee the Proſecutor, 
he ſaw the Father of the Proſecutor and others about the 
Door; then he, this Deponent, in the Preſence of fif 
or ſixty People, told the Proſecutor, that bis Father, 
with Brown, Whittaker, and others, was below; there 
is the Door, do you chuſe to go down to them? To 
which the Proſecutor ſaid, No. What, ſaid this Depo- 
nent, not go to your Father, Brown, Whittaker, and 
the reſt of them? No, ſaid the Proſecutor, for they have 
uſed me ill, in making me ſwear falſely againſt Mr. Brad- 
bury, And this Deponent further faith, that as he was 
returning to the Seſſions-Houſe he heard a Perſon ſay, 
they were gone to get a Warrant to take the Boy, mean- 
ing James Hearne ; upon which, this Deponent, fearing 
the Boy, by getting into ſuch Hands, might be prevented 
from appearing on the Morrow, went and aſked Mr, 
I/codman, who was in the Coffee-Houſe, to aſk the Pro- 
ſecutor to go to his Houſe as a Place of Safety till the 
Morning, which Mr. //oodman did, and the Proſecutor 
ſeem'd pleaſed with his Offer, and went to the Poultry- 
Compter. And this Deponent ſaw the Proſecutor about 
the Hour of Nine of the Clock that Night, where he 
ſeem'd pleaſed that he now ſhould have an Opportunity 
publickly to declare him innocent, whom he had ſo falſely 
accuſed. And. this Deponent further intreated the ſaid 
Proſecutor, in as awful a Manner as he could find Words 
to expreſs himſelf, defiring him to ſpeak the Truth, and 
begged and intreated of him not to tell any Lies of Brown, 
t/hittaker, or any one elſe, but to ſpeak the Truth, let 
it be againſt whoever it would. To which the Proſecu- 
tor ſajd, he would, and anſwered me in theſe Words: 
% Mr. Bradbury was innocent, and that he was inſtigated 
„to do and ſay all he had againſt him by Brown and

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& Whittaker, and others, who promiſed to do handſome 
5 for him; and that they would hang Mr. Bradbury,”

The Declaration of SAMUEL Ful zILovx. 


I Samuel Fullilove, of the Pariſh of St. Giles, Cripple- 
3 gate, London, Ribband-Weaver, do hereby declare, 
that on the 20th of July 1755, I went to Glovers-Hall 
to hear Mr. Bradbury preach, but to my great Surprize, 
when I came there, I heard he was committed to N- 
Priſon; and I went directly to him, and heard him re- 
peat many Things relating to his barbarous Uſage. On 
AHonday the 2 iſt I paid him another Viſit, and then heard 
that James Hearne was releaſed from Mr. Brown's, where 
he had been kept up (as he afterwards faid) fix Weeks a 
Priſoner : The many Things I heard made me very de- 
ſirous to come at the Truth of the Matter, and, after 
much Trouble, I had the Opportunity of ſeeing Hearne 
in Chick-Lene, where he hid himſelf for fear (as he de- 
clared) of Brown's taking him again; and I then aſked 
him, in a ſolemn Manner, whether Mr. Bradbury was 
uilty of the Things he had laid to his Charge, or not? 
fle replied, he was not guilty. I aſked him, if Mr. 
Bradbury had offered any Indecency to him? He ſaid, he 
never did, and appeared much concerned for the Evil he 
had done Mr. Bradbury, and deſired to go any where till 
the Time of Trial, that he might ſpeak the Truth, and 
ſet Mr. Bradbury at Liberty. And he told me Mrs, Stone 
ſaid to him, James, when you come to the Old- Bailey you 
muſt ſay, Gentlemen, as 1 ſtand-in the Preſence of Gon, 
J wiſh he may flrike me into Hell, if what I have ſaid 
againſt Mr. Bradbury is not true; which made him, he 
ſaid, dread the Day of Trial. Upon his deſiring to go, 
I went with him that Night a little Way out of Town. 
and there wrote a Letter to a Friend at Dun/table, and gave 
it to a Perſon that went with him, by which he was received 
and taken Care of. Soon after ] went to ſce him, and, inthe 
Preſence 
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Preſence of two Witneſſes, I aſked him in a ſolemn Manner, 
the ſecond time, whether Mr. Bradbury was Guilty or 
Not ? and added, If he is, let him be hanged ; but if in- 

nocent, let him be ſet at liberty. He replied, he was an 

innocent Perſon, and never offered an indecent Action to 
him. Tthen defired him to tell the Truth, and that only, for 

that was all I wanted, let Matters be how they would; for as 

for Mr. Bradbury, J at that time knew but little of him, I 

had not been above three times in his Company before I 
ſaw him in New-Priſon, and as J looked upon him to be 
an innocent Man, I thought it my Duty and Privilege to 
do him all the Service I could. I went to the Boy ſeveral 

Times after, and he often made mention of Mr. Brown 
and Mpbittaters being the Perſons that encouraged him to 

ſo wicked and barbarous an Action; and always declared 

Mr. Bradbury zwas innocent of what he, James Hearne, 

had laid to his Charge. I told him one of the Times I 
was with him, that I had heard, after he was releaſed 

from Brown, he had ſaid diſreſpectful things of Mr. Brad- 

bury ; immediately, upon my mentioning theſe Words, 

he hung down his Head, put his Body into an Agony, 
and burſt into a Flood of Tears, and expreſſed much Con- 

cern, ſaying, it is falſe. I that Night, as I had done be- 

fore, in the Preſence of ſeveral Witneſſes, aſked him if 
Mr. Bradbury was guilty ? but he then, as he always did 

whilſt in the Country, declared Mr. Bradbury's Inno- 

cence, to the entire Satisfaction of ſeveral ſerious Perſons ; 
and one of them came to Town, and would have declared 
in Court the Truth of what I have here related, if there 
had been any Occaſion for ſo doing. But that I might not 
charge my Memory with too much, I deſired the Boy to 
write out an exact Account of the Matter, which he did, 
and ſent it by the Poſt.

Obn Hopkins, of the Pariſh of St. Leonard, Shoreditch, 
in the County of Middleſex, Turner; maketh Oath 
and faith, That on the twelfth Day of June laſt, he, this 
Deponent, was in Leicęſter fields, where he ſaw James 
Hearne the Proſecutor, and having ſome Diſcourſe with 
him concerning the Defendant, he this Deponent, ha- 
ving heard that the Proſecutor had accuſed the Defendant 
with Indecencies; when firſt he pretended, that he had 
been guilty of Acts of Indecency with him. And this 
Deponent, having occaſion to go into Oxford Road about 
ſome Affairs he had there; the Proſecutor offered to go 
with him, which he accordingly did; and when they 
came there, they agreed ta go into St. Fohn-ſtreet over 
the Fields, and coming along the Street where the De- 
fendant boarded and lodged ; he, this Deponent, being 
willing to know the Truth of what the Proſecutor had 
aſſerted ; and he ſeeing one Mrs. Pickering at the Door 
of the Houſe where the Defendant lodged, ſhe requeſted 
this Deponent to come over into the ſaid Houſe, it being 
her Mother's Houſe ; when the Proſecutor came along 
with this Deponent, on which, this Deponent aſked, if 
the Defendant was within?

VI 7am Cooke, of the Pariſh of St. James, in the 
Liberty of Meſiminſter, Gentleman, maketh Oath, 

and faith, that he. this Deponent, ſome time in the Month 
of November laſt, ſaw James Hearne in Converſation 
with Mr. Bradbury, at the Chapel in Chandler-Street, 
Oxford. Raad; and he, this Deponent, heard Hearne 
fay, he had been ö in France for a Roman Ca- 
tholic 
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tholic Prieſt ; Mr. Bradbury then aſked to ſee ſome of 
his Books, and accordingly Hearne brought ſome Books 
about a Week after, and in the Preſence of this Deponent, 
firſt tore one, and afterwards burnt it. And this Depo- 
nent faith, that he has been in Company with Hearne and 
Mr. Bradbury ſeveral Times, at the Chapel and other 
Places, and he never ſaw any Indecency in Word or in 
Action, paſs between them, but at all Times, when he 
was preſent, their Diſcourſe was about religious Matters, 
And this Deponent further ſaith, that James Hearne was 
never at this Deponent's Houſe, to the beft of his Know- 
ledge, neither was Mr. Bradbury there that Night that 
Hearne ſwore he was, on the Trial at the Old-Batly ; for 
that Night he, this Deponent, went in Company with 
his Father and Mother to the Chapel in Chandler. Street, 
and had not ſeen either Hearne or Mr. Bradbury that Day, 
till he went to Chapel, where he firſt ſaw Hearne ; and 
after he had been there about ten Minutes Mr. Bradbury - 
came in, and aſked Hearne how he came there ? Hearne 
replied, he came on an Errand for his Miſtreſs to her Cou- 
fin, in King-Street, Golden-Square, and had run that he 
might hear that Night's Sermon. Mr. Bradbury then 
told him what a bad Thing it was to ſtay on an Errand, 
and calling this Deponent out, deſired him to go home 
with Hearne, for he was afraid he had ran away from his 
Maſter ; to which this Deponent conſented, and went 

with Hearne ; going down Oxford-Road, Hearne told 
him, he had not been home all that Day, neither would 
he go home any more, becauſe he had been walking with 
two Women all Day about the Streets, and his Maſter 
would kill him. He, this Deponent, then adviſed him 
to go home (telling him the longer he ſtaid out, the 
worſe it would be) as the beſt Thing he could do, and 
acknowledge his Fault : Hearne went with this Deponent 
as far as Brown's in St. John-ftreet, but would go no 
farther. Mr. Brown and Wife, Mr. Stepbenſon and this 
Deponent, all perſuaded Hearne to go to his Maſter again, 
Mr. Bradbury, in about an Hour Ir, came in; and 
this Deponent informed him of Heamhe's being run away, 
ſo he likewiſe joined to perſuade him alſo, and inſiſted on 
his going home, for his Maſter would not refuſe him, 


And this Deponent further ſaith, that he went with 
| Hearng 
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Hearne into the Court where Mr. Noakes, his Maſter, 
lived ; but he never was in the Houſe, nor ever ſpoke to 
Mr, Noakes, nor ever ſaw him, to the beſt of his Know- 
ledge, as Hearne ſwore upon the Trial this Deponent 
went in and told his Maſter. Hearne then ſent in ſome 
Money he had received, but was refuſed Admittance. 
Hearne then went back to Mr. Bradbury, who adviſed him 
to go to his Father, and get him to go to his Maſter ; 
and he accordingly went towards his Father's, and this 
Deponent and Mr. Bradbury went together as far as Gol- 
den-Square, where they parted, and this Deponent went 
home. Whereas it was ſworn on the Trial that ſome 
Things had paſſed between Mr. Bradbury and this Depo- 
nent in the Houſe of John Whittaker, this Deponent 
faith, he never was in the Houſe of John J/hittaker, nor 
ever ſaw Mr. Bradbury near theſaid Houſe. And whereas 
it was ſworn by Hearne upon the Trial. that Mr. Bradbury 
bid this Deponent go behind the Chapel, and dig a Hole 
in the Ground, c. This Deponent declareth that this 
is alſo falſe, for Mr. Bradbury never mentioned a Hole in 
the Ground, or any thing relating thereto. And whereas 
Hearne ſwore he did not know what Sodomy was; this 
Deponent declareth, that he heard Hearne ſay, (on Mr, 
Bradbury's inſiſting to know the Reaſon of his leaving his 
Place) crying, if Mr. Bradbury would not be angry with 
him, he would tell him the Truth, which was, that he 
had lain with a Man, and had committed Sodomy ; which 
was the Reaſon of loſing his Place, and that he had been 
taught ſuch Practices, ever ſince he was eleven Years of 
Age, by the Prieſts of France.

Ecler Pickering, of the Pariſh of St. Mary le- bone, 
in the County of Midaleſenx; maketh Oath, and ſaith, 
that ſhe, this Deponent, about the latter end of January 


laſt, was told, James Hearne was deſerted by his Father, 


on account of turning Proteſtant, and by his Maſter, for 
committing ſome Indiſcretions. This Deponent deſired to- 
ſee him, and he ( Hearne) then appeared to her as a real 
Object of Charity, That on Thurſday January the 23d 
this Deponent called at Glovers-Hall, in Beech-lane, about 
half an Hour paſt Eight, and there found the Doors of the 
Hall locked, and went immediately hoine ; Mr. Bradbury 
came almoſt as ſoon as this Deponent, and ſhe verily believes 
that it was not above five or ten Minutes after. That 
this Deponent made Application to the Regiſter- 
Office in the Strand; and agreeable thereto, a Place 
offered for Hearne at Mr. Maine's, Haberdaſher, in the 
Strand, Mr. Henry Brown, of St. Fohn-ftlreet, gave 
Hearne a Character, by which he got the Place. 
This Deponent farther ſaith, that about the latter End 
of March, Hearne came on a Monday Night, where 
this Deponent lived, and faid his Father had been 
to his Maſter's, and told him he was an Apprentice, and 
by that means he loſt his Place, which he ſaid he had left 
the Friday before; then this Deponent aſked Hearne how 
he had ſpent his Time fince he left his Place? he anſwered, 
that on the Friday Night he lay with a Man in the Strand, 
and on Saturday he went to his Aunt, who (he ſaid) late 
at Night turned him out of Doors, and that he lay on the 
cold Pavement all that Night, and made a foul Shirt his 
Pillow, which, he ſaid, was taken from him whilſt he 
flept ; that on Sunday Night he lay with his Maſter, with 
whom he had formerly been to School at Kenſington Gra- 
vel Pits. This Deponent ſaith, that ſhe told Hearne, ſhe 
had no Place where he could lie. Hearne replied, he had 
been at Mr, Kipling's, who gave him the Offer of fitting 
up in his Kitchen that Night, if he could get no Lodging. 
This Deponent adviſed him to accept the Offer, promiſing 
him to ſpcak for him to Mr. Brad ury, to let him lie in a 
Bed which is in one of the Rooms at the one in 
ans 
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Chandler-fircet. This Deponent ſaith, when Mr. Brad. 
bury came home, ſhe, with ſome Entreaty, obtained his 
Permiſſion, on telling him the Story, as Hearne had told 
it to her; and from that time he had the Run of the 
Kitchen, and behaved in an orderly manner, but'was al- 
ways exclaiming againſt the Falacy of the Ramiſb Prieſts, 
repreſenting them as being guilty of all manner of Wick- 
edneſs, under the Maſk of Religion; and further ſaid, as 
they were debarred the Company of Women, they prac- 
tiſed and taught their Pupils the Sin of Sodomy, and (the 
Prieſts) had practiſed it on him at eleven Years of Age. 
This Deponent farther ſaith, that ſome time in April laſt, 
there was the Appearance of a great Fire, ſhe deſired 
Hearne to go and ſee where it was; he returned, after 
ſtaying a great while, in a very wet Condition, for it rain» 
ed very hard. This Deponent ordered him to eat his Sup- 
per, leave his wet Cloaths in the Kitchen, and go up in 
the Garret to-bed. This Deponent ſaith, the Reaſon of 
her ſo doing was, fearing he might get cold, as he had no 
Perſon to provide for,him, for he repreſented his Father 
and his Papiſt Friends, as the moſt brutiſh of the human 
Species; this was on a Saturday Night. Some time after 
Mr. Bradbury came home, this Deponent told him, ſhe 
had ſent James to-bed in the Garret; he did not ſeem 
pleaſed with her Conduct. When the Family were going 
to-bed, this Deponent deſired Mr. Bradbury to take the 
Boy's Candle, which ſhe had ordered him to ſet on the 
top of the Stairs, as there was Linnen laying about the 
Room. This Deponent faith, ſhe went almoſt up to the 
Garret after Mr. Bradbury, and her Mother was ſome few 
Stairs behind her, and to the beſt of her Knowledge, Mr. 
Bradbury did not enter the Garret, but took the Candle 
off the upper Stair, for ſhe was talking to him as he went 
up, ſo if Bradbury had ſpoken to- James, this Deponent 
verily believes ſhe ſhould have heard him, were it ever 
ſo ſoftly, beſides the Bed is about fix Yards from the 
Stairs. Mr. Bradbury went down to his Room, and ſhe 
and her Mother to their Apartment; at fix the next 
Morning, this Deponent, went into the Garret to call 
James, telling him to riſe immediately, for if Mr. Brad- 
bury came down firſt, he might depend upon having his 


Huffings. Hearne not coming down *till ſome time after, 
her 
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her Aunt called and told him, Mr. Bradbury was ſtirring, 
upon which, Hearne came down immediately. And this, 
Deponent farther faith, that ſome time after, Mr. North, 
Peruke-maker, in Thames. ſtreet, came to dine with her, 
and ſeeing James laying the Cloth, enquired about him; 
this Deponent and Mother told Mr. North what Hearne 
had told them, as to his being deſerted by all his Friends, 
He wanting an Apprentice, made a Propoſal of taking 
him as ſuch, provided any Perſon would give five Pounds 
with him, and find him in Cloaths for the Time of his 
Apprenticeſhip. This Deponent's Mother readily agreed 
to the Propoſal, in caſe the Buſineſs was agreeable to 
Hearne. Mr. North aſked if he was ever bound ? He 
anſwered, No, but that he had been upon Liking to a 
a Watch-maker, under Articles for a Year, but he could 
not take to the Buſineſs, and ſeemed fond to be a Pe- 
ruke-maker. 'This Deponent further ſaith, that when 
Mr. Bradbury came home, ſhe acquainted him with her 
Mother's Intention to put James Hearne Apprentice to 
Mr. North, and would give five Pounds with him, and 
allow forty Shillings a Year to find him in Cloaths ; but 
Mr. Bradbury did not ſeem pleaſed at her Mother's kind 
Intention. And this Deponent farther ſaith, that ſhe aſked 
Mr. Bradbury his Reaſons why he did not ſeem pleaſed 
with her Mother's Intention to ſerve the Boy ? Mr. Brad- 
bury then ſaid, he was afraid he would corrupt Mr. North's 
Apprentices ; for that he had declared to him he had 
lain with a Man in a Court in the Strand, with whom 
he had committed very filthy Actions. Then this De- 


ponent call'd Hearne up, and Bradbury told it before his 


Face, which Hearne did not deny, but behaved with 


amazing Confidence ; on which ſhe told her Mother, 


who deſired her to turn him about his Buſineſs, Mr. 
Bradbury went down with this Deponent and delivered 
the Meſſage; on which Hearne behaved very inſolent, 
and after ſhe departed the Kitchen, the Diſcourſe paſled 
between him and Mary Burchett, as ſhe ſwore upon Trial. 
This Deponent farther faith, that on Tueſday, April 15, 
Mr. Bradbury came home very ill, and ſhe then let him 
in; he went into the Parlour to her Mother. This De- 
ponent was going down Stairs, her Mother call'd, ſaying, 
Mrs, Pickering, make Haſte, Mr. Bradbury is going int 
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a Fit; when this Deponent came into the Room, he was 
falling out of the Chair; and as ſoon as he came to him- 
ſelf, this Deponent aſked him, what had cauſed this Un- 
eaſineſs? All the Anſwer ſhe could get was, O that 
* wicked Boy! O that wicked Boy! She anſwered, 
What Boy do you mean, James? He ſaid, Yes. She 
then aſked him, what had he done? This Deponent's Mo- 
ther then went to Mr, Bradbury, and ſaid, My dear Friend, 
if you have any Regard for me, tell me what has afflicted 
you? After ſome ſhort Space, he ſaid, James Hearne had 
accuſed him with indecent Actions at Brown's Houſe. She, 
this Deponent, being ignorant of what it could be, and 
not ſuppoſing that a Man like Mr. Bradbury, who was 
married at ſeventeen Years of Age, and had been Father of 
four or five Children, could be guilty of any indecent Ac- 
tion with his own Sex, therefore ſhe was very importunate 
to know what Mr. Bradbury was charged with: He an- 
ſwered he was charged with indecent AQtions, which he 
was 2 Stranger to; and further ſaid, that the Boy had 
followed him and begg'd his Pardon, and declared he was 
ſet on to ſay all that he had ſaid againſt him. Mr, Brad- 
bury ſtill continued ill; this Deponent, with ſome Trou- 
ble and Aſſiſtance, got him to Bed, and ſtaid with him 
till between Three and Four in the Morning, (tho' Hearne 
ſwore this was the Night he lay with Mr. Bradbury at the 
Chapel in Chandler-Street, Groſvenor-Square). On the 
16th of April laſt this Deponent heard James Hearne re- 
cant all he had before ſaid, and 6n April 18, as ſhe de- 
clared on the Trial, this Deponent had often heard 
Hearne repeat his Intentions of going to France to his 
good Friend Dr. Holden: He accordingly went to find 
out his Couſin, who, he ſaid, carried Paſſengers from 
London to Dieppe, but he was ſailed ; then, Hearne ſaid, 
he went to Capt. Kilby in Horflydown, who would not 
carry him under a Guinea : He mentioned this before Mr. 
Bradbury, and ſeem'd to addreſs himſelf to him, but Mr. 
Bradbury, in poſitive Terms, told him he would not ad- 
vance one Farthing : One ſtanding by, deſired this De- 
ponent to mention it to her Mother, which ſhe at firſt 
declined ; but ſeeing the Diſtreſs of the unhappy Youth, 
who ſaid, he was deſerted by all that knew him: She, 


this Deponent, ſpoke to her Mother of it, who, after 
we 
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well conſidering his deplorable Condition, gave a Guinea 
to pay his Paſſage; but this Deponent firſt adviſed him 
to go to his Father; he anſwered, his Father would mur- 
der him: She then adviſed him to apply to Brown's and 
Wiittaker's, but he refuſed, ſaying, they knew he had diſ- 
covered their Wickedneſs, and they would now do no- 
thing for him. This Deponent farther faith, that ſhe 
heard Hearne, in the Preſence of Meſſ. Milward and Hop- 
ns, declare in the Dining-Room where this Deponent 
lives, Mr. Bradbury entirely innocent of what he ( Hearne) 
had laid before to his Charge. Mr. Bradbury aſked him 
what he laid to his Charge ? Hearne replied, Nothing, 
But after ſome Heſitation, ſaid, You lay with me at the 
Chapel, and was guilty of ſome Indecencies : He was 
afked when? He anſwered, That Night he had been 
charging Bradbury at Brown's. She, this Deponent, 
aſked him, whether he was ſure it was that Night? He 
faid, Yes. Now, ſaid this Deponent, I know you are a 
Liar, for that Night I ſat up with Mr. Bradbury till three 
or four o'Clock the next Morning: Did you, ſaid Hearne ? 
I really thought he lay with me; well then, I certainly 
dreamt it! This Deponent then replied to Hearne, You 
are a wicked Wretch, and have filthy Dreams. Mr. 
Bradbury inſiſted Hearne ſhould ſay what he had againſt 
him; this Deponent ſaid ſhe would go out of the Room 
and return when he had done: Hearne begged her not to 
go away, for ſhe knew as well as he. She, this Deponent, 
replied, if Mr. Bradbury did no worſe, than what ſhe 
knew of, he never did any Harm. Then Hearne replied, 
he never ſaw any Indecency by Mr., Bradbury, and*cried, 
wiſhing he had never been born; for he had accuſed an 
innocent Perſon, and his beſt Friend, who had been bet- 
ter to him than ever his Father was. He ſeemed in great 
Agonies, wiſhing he had taken the Advice Mr. Bradbury 
had gave him, and declared concerning Brown's and M hit- 
zaker's, as this Deponent declared on the Trial; on 
which Meſſ. Militbard and Hophins ſeemed much ſurprized 
at what Warne had related. Theſe Gentlemen ſaid to 
Hearne, did you not tell us coming up the Street, that 
you had ſeen bad Actions between Mr. Bradbury and Mr. 
Coot? No, ſaid James, I did not. Why, ſaid they, 
will you tell ſuch Lies to our Faces? Oh! yes, ſays 
— | Hearne, 
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Hearne, 1 recollect I did; but it was Lies, for I never 
ſaw any Indecency of any Kind by either of them. Then 
one of the Gentlemen preſent, aſked him if he was wil- 
x to go to Glovers- Hall, and there declare the Truth? 
Which he chearfully conſented to. In going over the 
Fields, Mr. Bradbury ſaid, James, you have ruined my 
CharaQter. © Hearne" anſwered, Sir, you have one 
Comfort left, that is, that God that made you, knows you 
are innocent, This Deponent farther faith, that on the 
14 th of La laſt, one Robert Camichail, and Richard 
Htarne, Father (or reputed Father) of James Hearne, 
came, as ſworn upon the Trial, to this Deponent's Mo- 
ther's Houſe, and defired a dum of Money to ſtop the 
Proſecution. And this Deponent on, or about the 17th 
of June, went in Company with Mrs. Aurray of Iron- 
monger Row, to Mr, Brown's Houſe in St. John's Street, 
when, after ſome Diſcourſe, -Mrs. Brown — to ex- 
claim againſt Mr. Bradbury for not bringing the Boy to 
their Houſe; and ſaid, when her Husband had beard 
Hearne had been at Glovers- Hall, he was reſolved to have 
him if he was above Ground; and that Mr Brotun went 


e knew any Thing ill of Mr. Bradbury, 

only that he once pulled the Chair that 
, and aſked him why he did not eat, which 
Mought had not a good Look. She was then aſked 
ti Reaſon of ſo much Prejudice againſt a, Perſon ſhe. 
knew no Harm of. She ſaid ſhe had not liked him 
ſome Time paſt, for he was covetous, and put more Per- 
ſons into the! Pew than ſhe approved of, and that ſhe 
had entertained a bad Opinion of him ever ſince, and 
that if Mr. Bradbury had not told the Story to Mrs. Shore, 
and this Deponent, it would have been all huſhed 'up 
amongſt themſelves, but, now, (Brown) would tell it 
wherever ſhe went. This Deponent farther ſaith, that 
on or about the 18th of June, ſhe went in Company with 
Mrs. Murray to Camichail's Houſe, in Half- Moon- Alley, 
near Alderſgate Street, to know what Sum they demanded. 
Camichail then told this Deponent, he thought it beſt to 
give a Sum of Money, and ſend the Proſecutor out of 
the Way. This Deponent aſked him what Sum he re- 
quired to compromiſe the 3 He anſwered » 
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would go and confult with the Profecutor's F ather, 
which he accordingly did; and after ſome Time returned, 
and ſaid it could not be done for leſs than ten Pounds, 
and if that was complied with, the Proſecutor ſhould not 
appear againſt Mr Bradbury; and farther ſaid, Brown 
keeps him to ſwear againſt Bradbury. And this Depo- 
nent then told him, as Mr. Bradbury knew his Innocence, 
he would not give one Farthing. This Deponent farther 
faith, from the 12th June, ſhe never ſaw Hearne till 

ly the 16th; he was then coming down St. Fobn's 
Street with two Men no one having hold of him; he 
went quietly into a Coach; and this Deponent followed 
in another, to Juſtice Vrighi's in Wardour Street, Soho,” | 
Hearne Was taken by Vixtue of a Warrant from Juſtice » 
St. Lawrence, in order to find Sureties to proſecute, he 
being deemed a Vagrant. Mr. Bradbury's Attorney 
adviſed it would be beſt, ſuppoſing the Boy would not 
appear.

He Kew, 
plied he did not. Alſo this Deponent farther faith, hut 
Hearne was not intimidated z but that the Juſtice treated 
him in a very tender Manner, . aſſuring him that he had 
a Right to his Protection, as he was a King's Evidence, 
and deſired Hearne to ſpeak nothing but the Truth, and 
at the ſame Time aſſured him, not a Hair of his Head 
ſhould be hurt, telling him he knew nothing” of Mr. 
Bradbury, neither did he ever to his Knowledge, ſee 
Mr. Bradbury in his Life before that Night: And this 
Deponent farther ſaith, that ſhe heard Hearne ſay, that 
he was locked up in Brown's Houſe, and that they had 
almoſt ſtarved him; but promiſed after Trial they 
would cloath him, and take him an Apprentice ; he alſo 
told of their frequent Meetings, to conſult what was to 

be done againſt Mr, Bradbury, and of their opening a 

Subſcription to carry on a Proſecution, &c. And this

faith that ſhe heard Herne ſay, that the Attorney or Solli- 
citor, whom they brought, told him he would be laughed 
at by the Jury, for ſwearing anMttempt only, and that 
he had better ſwear the Fact agai Bradbury. And 
this Deponent farther ſaith, thaf Tame Hearne was not 
at her Mother's Houſe, where Mr. Bradbury lives, at 
the Time he ſwore upon the Trial he was there. 

And this Deponent further faith, that Mr. Pickering 
was not in England at the Time James Hearne ſwore he,
